The College of Agriculture 


By DR. R. C. RUSSELL, Plant Pathologist, 


Canada Department 


Perhaps it would be desirable to 
describe in some detail a few of 
the more important contributions 
of the different departments of 
the College to the well-being of 
agriculture in this province. Start- 
ing with the Field Husbandry De- 
partment, the new varieties of 
field crops which they have created, 
by means of plant 
selection methods, may be con- 
sidered as one of their main con- 
tributions. As one example, there 
is Apex wheat. It is a rust-resist- 


ant variety of good quality and 
for a time it was grown on a} 
considerable portion of the wheat 


land of this province. Had it not 
been for the fact that 
wheat, which was introduced from 
Minnesota at about the same time, 
was marvellously adapted to a 


an exceptionally high yielder, 
is probable that Apex would have 
been grown to a much greater ex- 
tent. Four varieties of barley, 
that have been more or less popu- 


lar with Saskatchewan farmers, 
were produced by the College. 
These were Regal, Rex, Warrior 
and Husky. In spite of severe 
competition from other outstand- 
ing varieties from various sources, 
Husky and Warrior are still on 
the list of recommended varieties | 
for this province, as also is Hann-| 


chen, a Swedish variety introducec 


by the College nearly 40 years 
ago. Royal flax was a fine rust- 


and-wilt-resistant variety released 
by the College in 1939. It occupied 
large proportion of the flax 
acreage several years until

new forms of rust caused growers 
to replace it with newer rust- 
resistant varieties. In addition 
there was Valor, Fortune and 
Torch oats, all of which are still 
on the recommended list. Anyone 
who knows the immense amount 
of exacting work that goes into 
breeding and increasing a single 


new variety of farm crop will ap- 
preciate the magnitude of these 
contributions to the economic 
welfare of agriculture in our 


province.
